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REMARKS

Claims 1, 2, 7 and 17 are amended, no claims are canceled, and no claims are added; as a 
result, claims 1-7 and 12-26 remain pending in this application. 



Objection Under 35 U.S.C $132 
The amendment to claim 12 filed 7/15/04 was objected to under 35 U.S.C. §132 because 
it introduces new matter into the disclosure. Claim 12 has been amended to correct the 
reference to a "local cache". The cache-invalidate function is performed on the first cache as 
stated in amended claim 12. 

In the Drawings 

The drawings were objected to under 37 CFR §1.83(a). As noted above, claim 12 has 
been amended to correct the reference to a "local cache". No drawing changes are required. 
Formal drawings will be submitted upon notification of allowance of all claims. 

$]12 Rejection of the Claims 

Claims 12-20 were rejected under 35 USC § 1 12, first paragraph, as containing subject 
matter which was not described in the specification in such a way as to enable one skilled in the 
art to which it pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make and/or use the 
invention. As noted above, claim 12 has been amended to correct the reference to a "local 
cache". Reconsideration of claims 12-20 is respectfiiUy requested. 

Claims 1-7 were rejected under 35 USC § 1 12, second paragraph, as being indefinite for 
failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which Applicant regards as 
the invention. Applicant amended claims 1, 2 and 7 to more clearly define the memory locations 
being modified. Reconsideration of claims 1-7 is respectfiiUy requested. 
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Allowable Subject Matter 
Claims 21-26 have been allowed. 

Claim 1 has been amended to overcome the rejection(s) under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, second 
paragraph, noted above. 

Claims 2-7 have been amended to overcome the rejection(s) under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, second 
paragraph, noted above. 

Claim 2 has been amended to overcome the rejection(s) under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, first 
paragraph, noted above. 

Claims 13-20 have been amended to overcome the rejection(s) under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, first 
paragraph, noted above.
